of a European assembly as tho 
first step toward a Council of Eu- 
rope free of tho jealousies and 
rivalries of the past. 


Churchill asked members of a 


22-nation forum to plead with 
their governments to "create a 
new Europe" whose united voice 
can be continuously heard. 


The new Council of Europe 


should be a subordinate but nec- 
essary part of the world organi- 
zation, Churchill said in his pre- 
pared text. The world organiza- 
tion of the future, he said, should, 
have three "august but subordi- 
nate" regional councils: 
1. The Soviet Union. 
2. The Council of Europe, in- 
cluding Great Britain, joined with 
her empire and commonwealth. 


3. The western hemisphere. 
Britain's wartime leader said: 
that the, west is grieved and per- 
piexcd by the attitude of the So- 
viet Union, "without whose ac- 
tive aid the world organization 
cannot function, nor the shadow 
of war be lifted from the hearts 
and minds of men and nations." 


A resolution is before the meet- 
ing to create a "European delib- 
erative assembly through which 
views could be exchanged and a 


European 
opinion ex- 
on problems of the day.'* 
acting also is asked "to 
create an emergency council tr> 
direct joint action for economic 
recovery and military defense to 
"preserve democratic freedom."

All Europe Sought 


"We seek nothing less than all

But I feat- that "The Economist" does not al- 


lORi-ther grasp 
the reason for the 
change in 


American alt,itude. The editors of this magazine 
n t l r i h u t e much of the success of E.R.P. lo Messrs. 
Marshall, Acheson. Vaiiclonhcrg and Douglas. They 
might have nddcd Bernard Bai-iich, Herbert Hoover, 
Christian Hertor and dozens of others. 


And there is danger in any misunderstanding 


about t-J.R.P. The American people do not want 
It to be (mother costly flop like the British Loan. 
They do not expect E.R.P. to be dissipated and 
wasted. As a matter of fact, they could not afford 
to hnve it dissipated and wasted. 


The American people do not want a war with 


Soviet Russia or any other country. They do nol: 
believe that such a war will benefit ihr victor any 
more than the vanquished. They know that the 
last war 
cost more Hum $300,000,000,000 and left 


the country with a debt of $^52,000,000,000, a gov- 
ernment budget of roughly 540,000,000,000.

are conceived that the next war will niter their 
economic system and devastate their social and 
political life.

NUrancc policy and pay a high rate. 
If Soviet 
Russia is contained cast of the Kibe, north of the 
Italian-Greek-TurkUh line in the Mediterranean, 
out of the Near Easl altogether, out of China, 
peace may for a considerable period be possible. 


This formula involves the revival of the econo- 


mies of 17 or more nations. It requires an American 
underwriting of their powers of economic and poli- 
tical survived.

SPINAL CORD DISEASE 


You perhaps have seen young men and.women 


who talked very slowly at ti measured rate, whose 
eyes were moving from side to side, whose hands 
trembled when about to grasp anything, and who 
may have walked with a spastic movement of the 
legs. This is a spinal cord disease due to hardening 
of ihr I issues in parts of the spinal cord. It is called 
disseminated .sclerosis (hardening), multiple sclero- 
sis or insular scclrosis. 


The cause of multiple sclerosis has not been 


definitely established; but it is known to follow 
acute infections such as influenza, rheumatic fever, 
scarlet fever, malaria, pneumonia and others. The 
fact that an inflammation occurs and scar tissue 
i hardening) remains, points to the action of some 
organism not yet discovered. 


The fact that the patient is very tired, has made 


complete rest the first thought in the treatment 
for the first couple of weeks in an acute attack. 
The patient's strength is maintained by good foods 
rich in vitain Bl or B complex. B is often called 
the nerve vitamin. The bowels are kept regulated 
by mild laxatives such us liquid petrolatum or cas- 
cara sugradu, and also with mild-enemas. 


That the patient and the patient's family should 


not look on multiple sclerosis as always a fata! 
disease, is stressed by Dr. B. VV. Lichenstein in 
"American Practitioner," Philadelphia, After out- 
lining the various methods of treatment used in 
the past—vaccines, scrums, artificially produced 
high temperatures, and latterly histamine and di- 
cumarol — Dr. Lichensfein states that the acute 
attack with excessive fatigue should be treated 
with rest, removal oC any infection (teeth, tonsils, 
gall bladder) and adequate diet.

The tremendous influence and 


power of a small group devoted to 
live Christian cause- was empha-

by Mrs. Harold 
Brinig, 


president of the Women's Board 
of Domestic Missions of the Re- 
formed Church in America, at the 
annual spring 
luncheon of 
the 


missionary societies of the Classis 
of Ulster. The luncheon was held 
al . the First 
Dutch 
Reformed 


Church Thursday noon with about 
100 representatives from the 11 
Ill-formed Church societies in. the 
classis. 


Mrs. Brinig's particular - topic 


was the American Indian whose 
reservations she has visited dur- 
ing 
the 
past 
year. In almost 


every case the missionary in the 
field 
worked with a small de- 


voted group, sit first, who in turn 
told others o[ the Christian life. 
She described the assistance of 
the government in providing good 
farm-land, education and medical 
cure on the reservations. 
How- 


ever, the motivation to take ad- 
vantage 
of these 
opportunities 


was lacking and Mrs. Brinig ex- 
plained how Christian teachings 
were giving the Indians stimulus 
toward better living. 


In one instance she spoke of 


traveling 60 miles with the mis- 
sionary 
to 
conduct 
a 
Sunday 


morning service for two people. 
One of the women had walked 
five miles and would probably, be 
beaten by her husband for attend- 
fhg the service. She was devoted 
to Christianity and its principles 
and was working to gather n 
small group of friends for another 
meeting. 


On another reservation of cat- 


tle-men, one Indian urged the mis- 
sionary to hold a parly so be could 
invite a number of the young In- 
dians. They would then become ac- 
quainted with the Christian type 
of fellowship. 


The speaker concluded by urg- 


ing Die women lo greater devo- 
tion in prayers, activities and giv- 
ing toward their goals. In this.way 
they would be a tremendous pow- 
er toward Christian living in their 
own communities as well as in the 
mission field.

Christian men and women, the 


report added, "should seek lo de- 
velop 
mutual 
understanding in 


which differences with Russia can 
be reconciled." 


"Our worst menace is a spirit 


or hopelessness

Chris- 
tian people should reject a spirit 
of fatalism about war. 


"We affirm our convictions that 
war between the Soviet Union and 
the United States is not inevit- 
able."
